The damaged 

bulkhead that the parish owns is about $1.8 million. There will be no excess funds for lighthouse 

canal. The structure is currently under inspection by DOTD. One of the gates is open but does not 

function without intervention. DOTD is open to allocating funds in next year’s budget to replace 

the structure.
